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This is a decision on the Petition To Withdraw Holding Of Abandonment Under 37 CFR 1.181, 
received in the United States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO) on June 30, 2006. 

The petition is GRANTED. 

The application was held abandoned for failure to timely pay the issue fee as required in the 
Notice of Allowance and Fee(s) Due, mailed September 14,2005, which set a three (3) month 
statutory period for reply.

A postcard receipt which itemizes and properly identifies 
the items which are being filed serves as prima facie evidence of 
receipt in the USPTO of all items listed thereon on the date stamped 
thereon by the USPTO. 

In view of the above, the holding of abandonment is hereby withdrawn. 

As requested, the issue fee previously paid on December 10, 2003 will be re-applied to the Fee(s) 
Transmittal received December 13, 2005. The request for any other overpayment will be 
forwarded to the Office of Finance. 

The Amendment will be forwarded Examiner, Larry Donaghue, Art Unit 2154, for consideration. 

The application will be forwarded to the Publishing Division to be processed into a patent.
